‘After two weeks the boss dismissed six- 
teen of us, his excuse being that the engineer 
was about to come and lay out a new road. 
We soon became satisfied that the engineer 
was not coming, and so we asked the Ameri- 
can Overseer to pay us our money, as we 
wished to look for work elsewhere. He swore 
atus, and when one of my comrades an- 
swered him back in English the overseer 
struck him in the face and cut him badly. A 
fight seemed on the point of breaking out, 
but all the gang gathered at once and pre- 
vented it. 

Two hours afterward we were ordered to 
leave the place without delay, but as we were 
going the boss told us to wait a little and that 
we would get our money. We had still some 
confidence in him, but while we were waiting 
the engineer's son, with several others, came 
up to us and instead of han us our 
money, drew their revolvers and ordered us 
to give up our numbers. We could not resist 
them, though we did not see how we 
could claim our money if we 
surrendered the numbers. Even then, 
however, they were not satisfied, but, 
seeing that we were unarmed, they beat 
us mercilessly with their revolvers, fists and 
feet. Finally we scattered in several direc- 
tions, and after walking for three days and 
two nights the thirteen of us reached New 
York, our only capital being 10 cents which 
we spent for bread.’’ 

Four of the thirteen laborers bear many 
marks of ill-usage, and Valente’s nose and 
lips are cruelly mangled. He explains nis 
injuries by saying that the boss trampled on 
his face with the heels of his heavy boots.

THE COMMITTEE’S EXAMINATION OF THE 
TREASURER’S ACCOUNTS. 


An Adjournment to Await the Arrival of 
Ex-Private Secretary Fanning, Who Is 
Wanted asa Witness—The Case May Be 
Closed To-Night—The Testimony in 
Detail. | 


JRPFFERSON CiTY, Mo., May §.—The trial of 
ex-Treasurer Ed Noland was entirely devoid 
of excitement this morning. Mr. Charles R. 
Parsons of the State Bank of St. Louis was on 
the stand, testifying in detail to the exam- 
ination into the affairs of the Treasurer’s 
office made by the committee when the short- 
age was discovered. 

Mrs. Noland came in with the little girls 
and took a seat by her husband, but the 
children would not keep quietand she took 
them out of the court - room. Gov. Francis 
and Treasurer Stephens were among the spec- 
tators who occupied seats within the bar. 
Mr. Parsons was on the stand for a 
while last night, and this morning he re- 
sumed the same line of testimony. He said 
that he was one of the committee of three 
which effected a settlemént between the 
State and ex-Treasurer Noland’s bondsmen, 
and the settlement was based on examina- 
tion of the books 2 apo ve of them 
with the bank statements. identified the 
books and papers used by the committee in 
making its examination. . 

Mr. Edwards of prosecution asked Mr. 
Parsons to tell the result of the examination. 
Gov. Johnson objected, saying the report of 
the committee was the proper evidence. The 
objection was overruled and Mr. Parsons 


WHAT THE COMMITTEE FOUND.

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A WOMAN'S WRATH. 


Dramatic Exhibition of It in a Court-Room 
During a Divorce Trial. 


NEW Havew, Conn., May 8.—An unusual and 
extremely sensational scene was enacted in 
the civil side of the Superior Court before 
Judge Prentice in this city yesterday. A 
woman, wrought up tothe pitch of excite- 
ment by damaging testimony adduced ina

Chas, W. Foster, formerly of this city, but 
now of Springfield, Mass., isthe plaintiff in 
the suit. He claims that his wife, who is an 
uncommonly pretty woman, has been inti- 
mate with Henry W. Seaver, once clerk of 
the steamer John H. 8 „ which plies be- 
tween New Haven and New York.

The Old Exposition Building at Chicago to 
Be Torn Down... a ~ 
Ces, M., May 8.—The. old Exposition 
building on take front, in which several na- 
tional political conventions have been held, 
must go. Such was the announcement made 
yesterday by Mayor Washburne to several 
representatives of the Exposition company. 
The City Councilin February passed an ordi- 
nance dooming the big hall on the lake front 
to demolition on or before May 9, and the 
requisite ninety days’ notice was givén to the 
company by Corporation Counsel Hutchin- 
son. Now only one day of grace remains. 
The stockholders called on the Mayor to see 
what he was going todo aboutit. They rep- 
resented to him that the expositions held in 
this building were the means of bringing 
$12,000,000 or $15,000,008 worth of trade to the 
city ina year and was the source of as many 
thousand dollars of profit tothe city’s treas- 
ury annually. 
The Mayor replied that the ordinance would 
be enforced unless he was enjoined by the 
courts.

AFTER THE ETATA. 


American Cruisers Ordered to Pursue 
the Rebel Steamer. 


OUR NEW NAVY MAY HAVE A CHANCE 
TO TEST ITS QUALITY. 


The Chilian Vessel Practically 
and May Be Taken in Any Port- How 
English Capitalists View the Latest 
Phase of the Oase— International 
Points: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8.—In looking to 
the settlement of the San Diego incident the 
first business of the administration is ‘to re- 
capture the Etata. The Navy Department ts 
moving actively in the matter. This after- 
noon instructions were sent to Admiral Mc- 
Cann, now at Valparaiso, to put to sea with 
the Baltimore and Pensacola in order to- 
tercept the insurgent vessel. Similar in 
structions were sent to Admiral Brown. The 
last report from him was that he had left 
Callao, Peru, last Friday with the San Fran- 
cisco, his whereabouts along the coast being 
unknown. . 

Orders have also been sent to the Charles- 
ton, now at San Francisco, to start in pur- 
suit as soon as possible. She may be able to 
leave to-day, but she was not coaled up for a 
voyage. 

With these four cruisers on her track the 
Etata is likely to be overhauled in a few days 
and brought back to San Diego, when the 
government will have a knotty problem to 
wrestie with. Just what can be done with 
the vessel and the extent to which she has 
violated the laws are questions that the offi- 
cials here decline to express an opinion upon, 
The Chilian Minister also maintains a studied 
Silence. 

As the Etata had been seized by the United 
States at San Diego, she was tech- 
nicalf United States property until 
discharged and is therefore labile 
to recapture onthe high seas by a United 
States man-of-war, or to be confiscated if 
she ever enters a United States port. So far 
as is known there is no charge of piracy 
against either the Etata or the Robert and 
Minnie. They are charged with violation of 
the neutrality laws, which forbid the fitting 
out inthe United States of vessels to war 
upon a country with which the United States 
is at peace. 

The force of this charge involves the ques- 
tion as to whether the Chilian insurgents are 
to be recognized by the United States, (as 
they have been in Great Britain) as belliger- 
ents, and to the settlement ofthis question 
the State Department officials are already ap- 
plying themselves. 

The right of the United States to capture 
the Etata on the high seas or in United States 
or Chilian waters is undoubted. The vessel 
mies the flag of Chili, and is subject to the 
only recognized authority in that country, 
namely, the Government of which President 
Balmaceda is the head. The tnsurgents have 
no international status; they are not even 
recognized as belligerents. The Etata, hav- 
ing entered a port of the United ats, fell 
under suspicion of being there to secure sup- 
piies, arms and ammunition, and the Chilian 
Minister at Washington asked for her deten- 
tion. Accordingly a United States Marshal 
was put on board and her captain was ar- 
rested. The captain was allowed to return 
to his ship, and he at once went to sea. The 
Etata is therefore now at sea in defiance of 
the authorities of both Chill and the United 
States; she has no clearances papers, and is 
practically an outlaw. Any nation can cap 
ture her. If she made any resistance she 
would bea pirate. If she entered a port and 
the United States or Chili demanded her sur- 
render from the Government of the country 
to which the port belonged, that Government 
would surrender her. 

The Charleston isa 19-knotship. The Etata 
probably is not more than a i6-Knot ship. 
She will have at least twenty-four hours’ 
start of the Charleston in time and 40 miles 
in distance, the Etata having sailed from 
San Diego yesterday, while the Charleston 
cannot leave San Francisco until to-day at 
the earliest and probably not before to-mor- 
row. 

But the Etata must be short of coal and she 
willl probably putin to a Mexican or Central 
American port for a supply. This will delay 
her and the Charleston may overtake her. It is 
weary work overhauling a steamer with such 
along start, however, and it is more likely 
that the Baltimore or the San Francisco, now 
in Chilian waters, will have the duty of cap- 
turing the Etata. 

If she reaches the protection of the insur- 
gents’ men-of-war it will be the duty of Ad- 
miral McCann to take her—peaceably if he 
can, forcibly if he must. Hence, in the words 
of Patrick Henry, ‘‘The next gale that 
sweeps from the south may bring to our ears 
the clash of resounding arms. Our new 
navy may be put tothe test of action at an 
early day.

THE ETATA’S OFFENSE. 


HAD SHE VIOLATED THE NEUTRALITY LAWS BE- 
FORE SHE WAS SEIZED? 


New Yoru, May 8.—The Sun's Washington 
special says: While there was never much 
doubt asto the propriety ofthe arrest and 
detention of the insurgent steamship Etata, 
which was accomplished by the United States 
Marshalon Tuesday night in the harbor of 
San Diego, her escape from custody, with a 
deputy marshal aboard, constitutes in itself 
a very clear offense against our Government, 
International law, the treaties of our 
Government with other nations, and the 
statutes made in pursuance of those treaties 
alike forbid the fitting out ofthe hostile ex- 
pedition in the ports of the United States 
agains* any country with which our own is at 
peace. The representations and request of 
the Chilian Minister in regard tothe charac- 
ter and purposes of the Etata and certain 
suspicious circumstances connecting her 
with the schooner Robert and Minnie tn an 
alleged plot to violate our neutrality 
laws constituted sufficient ground for 
her seizure ana examination. 
Uptothe time of her departure, however, 
the Etata appearsto have conformed to the 
regulations of the port where she wag. The 
provisions and coal she hadtaken aboard 
were, of course, legitimate articles of com- 
merce. In fact, even munitions of war 
are legitimate articles of commerce, 
and the fact that hostilities 
are going on nearly all the time in some part 
of the world, involving the use of firearms, 
does not prevent our manufacturers of rifies 
and cartridges from carrying on their export 
trade. The old notionof something particu- 
larly contraband in guns and powder, as 
such, might have more to support it were nog 
quinine also helpful to belligerents 
in supporting their own lives, if not in 
destroying the lives of their opponents. The 
fact that a vessel takes aboard arms and am- 
munition is not in itself suspicious, provided 
they are openly loaded and lawfully directed 
to lawful consignees. And doubtless it was 
for this reason, also, that the schooner Roh- 
ert and Minnie was able to get away from an- 
other California port witha cargo of arms 
and munitions. In the absence of any 
special reason for suspecting a violation of 
natrality the possibility that her cargo might 
eventually reach Chili, where hostilities are 
going on, was thought to furnish no ground 
for arresting her 


The case of the Etata certainly was

years. In that of the Tropic, for example, a 
vessel was obtained at Philadelphia and 
there loaded with arms and ammunition for 
the purpose of waging war against Hayti 
with which this country was at peace. After 
she left the port she took on board at Inagua 
a body of troops who put on the uniforms and 
drilled with the guns.

cleared. In two subsequent cases, those of 
the Mary N. Hogan, seized at New York, and 
the E. G. Irwin, seized at Richmond, the ex- 
istence of the Haytian insurrection was 
known, and was alleged in the complaint 
under which they were charged with at- 
tempting a violation of the neutrality laws. 
But while allthe vessels whose cases have 
been cited as bearing on the present one 
were of American ownership, and fitted out 
with arms and ammunition in the 
ports of their origin for the 
alleged purpose of making this coun- 
try the base of a military expedition 
against Hayti, the Etata is a vessel of the 
South American Steamship Co. of Valparaiso, 
and it was evident, therefore, that our Gov- 
ernment would require the evidence against 
her to go further, and what was relied upon 
for this purpose was that the schooner Robert 
and Minnie,an American vessel owned in 
San Francisco, had violated, 
violate, our neutrality laws.

WM, PRICE HAN GEP. 
Weis Jest on His Lips He Meets Death 
| on the Gallows. 


THE DOOMED MAN’S STATEMENT OF HIS 
INNOCENCE. 


Story of the Orime for Which Price suf- 
fered—His Victim’s Suicide Caused by 
Shame—The Sheriff's Task Well Exe 
cuted—Ford to Swing To-Morrow— 
Crimes ofa Day. 


MARSHALL, Mo., May 8.—William Price was 
hanged to-day at 11:40 o’clock for crim- 
inal assault committed upon Miss Alice 
Minas on the 7th of November last. 
Price was a conspicuous illustration of 
the Drute, the moral instinct seeming 
lacking in him entirely. He protested his in- 
nocence tothe last, making a statement to 
that effect upon the scaffold and died laugh- 
ing. His guilt was clearly proven at the tria 
and the suicide of his victim rather. 
than recite her wrongs in the court-room 
further tends to establish the fact. On the 
scaffold he stated that the crime for which he 
died was suggested to him by another 
Regro; that he was drinking and forgot 
about it and that this other negro 
accomplished the deed. As the cap was 
pulled over him he remarked, ‘‘Sheriff, I 
ought to have hada shave.’’ The rope used 
Was the same that hung Turlington, Sheriff 
Hornbeck ot Cooper county being present and 
assisting in the execution. 

crime for which Price was hung was a 
peculiarly atrocious one, and its result in the 
suicide of the victim doubtless accounts for 
the . infliction of the death pen 
alty - possible under the Missourt 
law. Alice Ninas, Price’s victim, 
was the pretty daughter of a well-to-do and 
highly respected German farmer living near 
Sweet Springs, Mo. She was engaged toa 
young neighbor named George Miller, and 
the date set (for their marriage 
was not far distant. But on Nov. 7 
last, the brute Price committed the criminal 
aseault, the deed being accompanied by the 
most revolting circumstances. The poor girl 
was completety prostrated by shame and hor- 
ror, but after a few weeks she con- 

to marry George Miller accord- 
ing to her promise, and so became 
his bride. In the meantime the negro, Price, 
had been captured and lodged in jail, charged 
with the criminal assault. Miss Ninas, now 
the wife of George Miller, was subpm@ned 
as a witness in the case. she 
realized that she would have to tell the story 
of the horrible occurrence from the witness 
stand, and the prospect of such an ordeal 
was too much for ber. On the very day be- 
fore that set for the hearing of the case she 
committed suicide, preferring that rather 
than undergo such an experience. 

In consequence of the suicide public fury 
against Price ran high anditis almost a 
miracle that he escaped lynching. He Was 
convicted and sentenced at the March term 
ofcourt, but previous to his trial the jail 
was Visited one night by a body of 
masked men who demanded that rice be 
surrendered to them. This the Sheriff re- 
fused to do, and his firmness saved the 
negro’s life for the time being. The legal 
infliction of the death penalty meets with 
the strongest public approval. Price main 
tained a stolid and sullen indifference to the 
very last. He was 7265 years old and bore a 
hard reputation.

0. W. KEILER PLUNGES A ENIFE INTO

The Trouble Which Grew Out of an Elec- 
tion of the Young People’s Society of 
Christian Endeavor — Keller Charged 
Ellis With Fraudulent Voting—Appli- 
cation Made for a Warrant.

THE COUSIN’S STORY. 

t was about 9o’clock last night that my 
cousin, John Ellis, a young man named Her- 
bert Koford, living somewhere on South 
Twenty-third street, and: myself entered the 
main room of the Tabernacle at Twenty- 
third street and Clark avenue. My cousin 
was a regular attendant at that Oongrega- 
tional church, while Mr. Koford was a mem 
ber. None of us were members of the Young 
People’s Society of Christian Endeavor, but 
we had been at services last Sunday 
and heard the announcement that a meeting 
of that organization had been set fof Thurs- 
day evening. Being interested in the welfare 
of the organization, we had resolved to at- 
tendthe meeting. From what we learned 
before and after the affray, it ap- 
pears that there had been trouble m the 
society to settle which that meeting had 
been called. Mr. O. W. Keller of 941 Josephine 
street, had been for sometime the President 
of the organization and his bearing and ac- 
tion were of such an offensive nature that the 
Executive Committee had sent him a letter 
requesting his resignation.

THE COUNCIL AND THE MAYOR. 

The Charter requires that the Mayor 
shall wait till the middle of his term be- 
fore attempting to fill the four-year offices 
with his appointees, and that his nomina- 
tions shall be confirmed or rejected by a 
Council, half of whose members must be 
chosen in the middle of his term at an 
election separated from his by two years. 

The purpose is to remove the Council as 
far as possible from any connection with 
the Mayor’s campaign combinations, en- 
gagements or obligations—to make it more 
independent of the influence sometimes 
exercised over the Mayor by hungry hench- 
men or bargaining bosses—in short to 
make the Council free to reject any bad or 
unpopular nominations presented by him 
for confirmation. 

He is compelled by the Charter to work 
during the first half of his term with the 
appointees of his predecessor still in office, 
in order that the people and their new 
Council may institute an intelligent com- 
parison between well-tried office-holders 
and those whom he would put in their 
places. The idea of the Charter is that the 
good of the public service is not promoted 
by having the subordinates always under 
obligation to the Mayor for their positions.

Frank Gregory Went to Urbana, Ind., to

The Whitsett divorce case was resumed in 
Judge Valliant’s court at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning, with the court-room filled with 
people, the lady witnesses of the day before 
sitting near Mrs. Whitsett and her attorneys. 

Mr. A. C. Daly, the Lebanon (Ind.) bank 
president who accompanied Mrs. Whitsett, 
his sister-in-law, on her memorable trip to 
Chicago, resumed the witness-stand, his 
cross-examination not having been finished 
last evening. He testified that he had not, 
paid Mrs. Whitsett’# attorneys anything for 
defending her in this suit, nor had he prom- 
ised to pay them anything. He came to St. 
Louis to testify in the case in addition to 
giving his deposition in Indiana, at the re- 
quest of Mrs. Whitsett and his wife.

The theory of the Charter arrangement is 
that the Council will confirm his appoint- | 
ments only where it is satisfied that a pro- 
posed change is for the betterment of the 
public service or, at least, involves no im- 
pairment or degradation of that service.

And when, 
failing to offer the Council the name of a 
satisfactory man, he insists on removing a 
well-tried and approved officer, the Char- 
ter gives to the Council the exclusive au- 
thority to choose the successor. 

All this makes the authority and respon- 
sibility of the Council, with respect to 
changes in office, co-ordinate with the 
Mayor’s. When he asks its concurrence 
in the removal of well-tried officials, some 
of whom he had publicly and recently de- 
clared he would reappoint, the closest scru- 
tiny of the character, records and qualifi- 
cations of their proposed successors is the 
plain public duty of the Council.

He 
had charged her with breaking the contract 
by buying brandy on the train as she was 
leaving the city with her sister and Mrs. Dye 
wrote to tell him that she and not Mrs. W.

Mr. Gilliam said that he was opposed to 
the bringing of the boy into the case as a wit- 
ness. He hoped that the child and the pa- 
rents and the public would be spared the 
scene. If he was placed on the witness stand 
the counsel for defendant must take the re- 
sponsibility of the consequences. 

Mr. Christian said that they were not afraid 
of the consequences. They were not afraid 
to meet any evidence the other side might 
produce. 

Judge Valliant looked at the statutes and 
said that they fixed the age at which a child 
could testify in such a case at 10 years, and 
that therefore the boy could be sworn. 

Mr. Christain said that his object in placing 
the witness on the stand was to rebut the 
testimony offered by the plaintiff to the effect 
that the boy had on one occasion spoken to 
his father about his mother’s drunkenness 
and he would make the proposition to Mr. 
Gilliam not to put the child on the stand,if he 
would consent to have that portion of Mr. 
Whitsett’s evidence stricken from the 
records. 

Mr. Gilliam studied a few seconds and then 
said slowly: ‘‘Ifit please Your Honor, I ac- 
cept the propesition,’’ and the boy was with- 
drawn. , 

Mrs. Ettie Cleveland testified that she met 
Mrs. Whitsett at Plymouth onthe latter's 
vikit toLake Maxinkuckee. Mrs. V. wrote 
to her there to meet her on the 
train, as she was on her way 
to Warsaw to visit her brother-in-law 
there. Witness met ber on the train and 
there was no gentleman or any one else with 
her. She also met Mrs. W. at Maxinkuckee 
last July when the latter arrived there with 
Mrs. Dye. She sawthe bottle of brandy or 
whisky spoken of and could say that it was a 
half-pint bottle and was about half full when 
it was thrown into the lake. Mrs. W. was 
very sick the next day. 

Miss May Haidel testified that she lived 
with the Whitsetts about eighteen months in 
1887 and 1888, and that Mrs. W. always con- 
ducted herself in a lady-lke manner. She 
never saw anything wrong in her conduct 
toward her husband, or her conduct gen- 
erally. n 

Mrs. Long testified that she lived with Mrs. 
Whitsett, and never heard her reputation 
for truth and veracity or for virtue or chas- 
tity questioned. 

MRS JENNIE CULVER TESTIFIES. 

Mrs. Jennie Culver testified that she was 
the wife of H. H. Culver and that she re- 
membered the yisit of Mrs. Whitsett to Lake 
Maxinkuckee, on the occasion of an editorial 
convention there. She was with Mrs. 
W. on a steamer when they met 
Chas. E. Wilson, to whom witness was then 
introduced, and Mr. Wilson accompanied 
them to the club house, She never saw them 
in company again. She never 
remonstrated with Mrs. W. tor 
her conduct toward genttiemen and never 
had occasion to. Mrs. W. always conducted 
herself as a lady should. Witness had a con- 
versation with plaintiff in regard to the letter 
he received from Mrs. Josie Swift. She read 
the letter and told him she did not believe 
a word in it and he replied that he had 
proof of the charges in black and white. She 
never heard a conversation in which serious 
charges were made against one of the Cul- 
vers in connection with the defendant. The 
witness was cross-examined at considerable 
length, but notestimony of speciai interest 
waselicited. Mrs. Oulver was still onthe 
stand when the court adjourned for dinner.

The Carpenters Reported Anxious to 
Have the Strike Declared Off.

MANY MEN BELIEVED TO HAVE AC- 
CEFTED THE OLD TERMS. ,

Their Representatives Deny the Current 


Reports and Contend That the Bosses | 


Are Giving in to Them—A Meeting Held 
at Central Turner Hall With Closed 
Doors—Labor News. 


The carpenters’ strike took a new turn to- 
day. Central Turner Hall, the meeting place 
of the striking carpenters, was rife with 
rumors of sensational developments x- 
pectea within a short time. In fact it was 
stated that the strike isa dead failure, and 
that the men are likely to break loose from 
the leaders’ restraint, if the strike is not de- 
clared off, and seek work whereever they can 
get it. i ** 

This statement was corroborated by the 
actionsof the men congregated about the 
hall. The jubilant aspect . had 
worn during the early partofthe strike was 
gone. They stood about in groups and talked 
with long faces. Every now and thenasa 
leader appeared he would be surrrownded by 
a knot of men whose tones and gestures be- 
tokened that much feeling was being mani- 
fested. 

It was also stated that with a few excep- 
tions none of the men who have gone back to 
work are getting # cents an hour. No con- 
tracts have been made, and at best the 
men have only the bosses’ word. A Fosr- 
DISPATCH reporter was informed.on good 
authority that no proof had been submitted 
showing where any builder was paying #0 
cents. The matter was adjusted by means of 
shop reports, that is acarpenter from 
each shop getting up on the stage and stating 
his boss was willing to pay the % cents. 
No investigation was made, the men’s words 
being taken. It is now stated that most of 
those men are Only getting 35 cents an hour, or 
at most 87% cents. The prospectof asgarcity 
of funds ts also having its effect on the men. 
No financial aid will be granted by the na- 
tional organization because the strike is not 
for eight hours but for an tncrease of pay. 

A GENERAL STRIKE. 

Some of the hot-headed ones talkedof a 
general strike, and that a mass-meeting was 
to be called on Sunday for the purpose of 
considering the matter. It was stated, how- 
ever, that the men at work would not 
respond toa general strike as they have the 
council’s permission to goto work. The ac- 
tion of the master builders in passing a reso- 
lution agreeing to 37% cents an h is said 
to have had its effect onthe men. It is also 
stated thatthe number of idle men far ex- 
ceeds the number given out, 185. 

IN EXECUTIVE SESSION, 

The carpenters held a meeting at Central 
Turner Hall to-day with closed doors. The 
meeting only lasted an hour. At its close it 
was given out that there was nothing 

to give Out. The num 
men idle was only 18 
and the bosses were sending for men every 
day. One more boss had conceeded to the 
men’s demands. His name would not be 
given, the secretary stating that no name 
would be given out. The prospect was good, 
he said, and everything looked cheerful. A 
meeting of the Carpenters’ Union is called to- 
night at Central Turner Hall to consider im- 
portant business. 


Iron-Workers. 
The architectural iron-workers are still out, 
with the prospects of gaining. 
The organization being an in- 


ternational one and well-organized, 
attempts to import men from other cities 
prove failures. A report was brought 
to their headquarters, 418 South 
Fourth street, to-day, that non 
unlon men at work on a building at Eighth 
street and Fark avenue had been induced 
to quit. Non union men were § discov- 
ered at work on a building at 
Tenth and Spruce streets, on which union 
carpenters were working. A committee of the 
iron workers was sent to Turner Hall, 
the carpenters’ headquarters to have the 
carpenters pulled off.’’ The carpenters 
were in session when the committee of iron- 
workers arrived and a committee was sent to 
the building. The carpenters at work on the 
building did not guilt work but promised 
not to do anything in connection with the 
non-union tronworkers. 


Painters Unsuccessful. 


The Brotherhood of Painters are said 
to be meeting with little encouraging 
results. Committees, it is reported, 
sent to confer with the busses 
would not be entertained by the master 
painters at all nor the negotiations consid- 
ered, Rumors were current to-day that an 
attempt would be made to induce the 
ocal Painters’ Union to go out with them, 
but it was generally admitted that the local 
painters would not doso. A meeting of the 
painters is being held this afternoon at 
Central Turner Hall.

Broome, as editor of the Weekly Medical Re- 
view, which advocates three terms of lectures 
for students instead of two as some of the 
colleges have now. Those who advocate this 
method with the hope that it will bring 
the students to a higner intellectual 
standard say that four terms should 
be the order if three are found 
‘too short to reach the efficiency desired. 
I claim with many others that there 
should be no limit and of i course 
that is in opposition to the belief 
ot the college students and their friends, who 
wish students to go through three and four 
terms before they can secure 4a 
certificate from the colleges. In Germany 
the student labors four years anda half in 
the university and he must pass examination 
before the Government Board of Examiners.

What is the use, then, of experimenting with 
term education? The student should study 
untfl he reaches the standard that will enabie 
him to pass a state Board am- 
ination regardless of time or terms. 
The college which nn best prepare 
him for that examination will in a short ume 
become the most popular and the second 
class colleges will go out of existence. 
No college professor wishes to see his 
college collapse for lack of patronage and 
hence the opposition to the bill which will 
demand a higher standard of knowledge.’’

A Design for a Mammoth Monument for 
the World’s Fair. 

Mr. J. F. Ingoldsby has just completed the 
model and preliminary plans of his design 
for the Chicago World's Fair 
monument, which will, 
measure, take the 
Elffel Tower took at the Paris 
tion. The design is, 


a larger and more com prehensive 


Freedom Raising the World. 
piece of work. it represents Freedom 
tearing itself away from monarchy, 
breaking the fetters of ignorance and preju- 
dice and raising at the same time the world. 

Mr. Ingoldsby gives the following descrip- 
tion and details of his design: 

The exterior of the globe is designed to 
represent our earth; the land being made of 
metal plates riveted tothe steel ribs ofthe 
frame, and the water of glass fitted 
in same, and would be quite sim- 
ple construction. The figure will be made of 
hammered copper plates riveted to frame 
work of tron supported by a steel 
tower and braces. The pedestal can 
be economically constructed of mast, as 
usedin Paris, andthe only heavy masonry 
actually required will be the foundations for 
tower and bracing. The supporting 
columns and trusses for the floor and 
celling of second story are not shown 
on sketches, but will readily suggest them 
selves to the engineering mind. The main 
tower and bracing will be of steel, united at 
the base by proper tie rods, so as to make all 
strains vertical on foundations and will west 
on movable footings, soas to allow for ex- 
pansion anc contraction. . 

The interior of the globe will be divided 
into floors, and will have a hemispherical 
ceiling frescoed to represent the heavens, 
and lighted by moon, planets and 
in the exact position they were on 
the night of the day of the discovery of 
America in 1492. The electric lights, back of 
the ceiling, necessary to illuminate them will 
also shine through the glass waters of the ex- 
terior globe and present the details of conti- 
nental outlines with beautiful effect at nignt. 

The dimensions of the structure can be 
either enlarged or reduced by maintaining 
the same proportions, but as contemplated, 
are as follows -: 

Height from ground to top of globe, 450 feet; 
major axis of eliptical base, 480 feet; minor 
axis of same, 300 feet; exterior diameter of 
globe, 140 feet. The estimated cost is $1,500, - 
000.

The bank’s line of deposits amount to about 
$2,000,000, and the city of Philadelphia, which 
bas $400,000 locked up in the broken Keystone 
Bank, again suffers to the extent of $154.0. 

The Spring Garden Bank was organized in 
1870 as a State bank and in 1888 was nearly 
driven into insolvency by a heavy run upon 
it. At that time the clearing 
house came to its assistance but 
with the understanding that the 
bank should reorganize as a national bank. 
After the run was over and all danger ba! 
passed this was done. When the run took 
place on the Keystone Bank last winter 
a small zun was also made on the 
Spring Garden Bank, but the bank metit 
without difficulty. The report of the closing 
of the bank caused great surprise tn finan 
cial circles, but there were some 
bank offilals who declared that 
they were not surprised at the 
suspension of the bahk. They said that! 
had been for some time nn a weak condition 
and that in the inner financial circies of tie 
city it was known that unless the bank re 
ceived aid from some influential quarter it 
would get into trouble.

A SIX-ACRE SITE PURCHASED FOR AN 
EXTENSIVE INDUSTRY. 


The Kauffman Mill Corner Sold for 
$40,000, and Another Important Mar- 
ket Street Transaction Closed—Numer- 
ous Small Sales. 

A tract of 685-100 acres of vacant ground, 
located on the west side of the Old Manches- 
ter road, bounded on the south by McRea av- 
enue, on the north by the Frisco Railway 
and onthe west bythe Oak Hill and Caron- 
delet branch of the Iron Mountain Railway, 
was sold to-day at $5,000 an acre by the 
frm of Papin & Tontrup. The land 
belonged to Wm. G. McRea, but while the 
agents named admit that the sale has been 
made, they refuse to give the buyer’s name, 
or to state for what purpose the property has 
been bought. However, the street talk is 
that the premises have been acquired for an 


extensive industrial enterprise which 
will be of much benefit to the 
city, and the probabilities are that 


while this report lacks official confirmation 
at the present time it is nevertheless true to 
a great extent, if not entirely so. The local- 
ity is a good one for any manufacturing pur- 
suit. It isconvenient enough to the city— 
only about four miles from the business 
center and well provided with shipping facil- 
ities. 
THE KAUFFMAN MILL SITE. 

The Kauffman mill site, at the southwest 
corner of Market and Thirteenth streets, 
where the unsightly ruins of a great fire have 
been a constant reminder of Grover Cleve- 
land’s nomination to the Presidency in this 
city, has been sold for $40,000 to Adelaide Bur- 
nett. 

It will be remembered that foliowing Cleve- 
land’s nomination the city celebrated that 
event with a grand pyrotechnic display. 
Shortly after the fireworks ended John Kauf- 
man’s mill was discovered to be in flames. 
Claiming that his loss was the direct result of 


the public joliification, Mr. Kauft- 
man instituted suit against the city 
to recover damages to the extent 


of the full value of his mill property. The 
case has dragged through the courts for 
years. It has been taken to other circuits on 
a change ot venue. And finally, only a short 
time since, the suit was dismissed by the 
plaintiff’, who evidently concluded that he 
could not sustain his case in view of the 
night-watchman’s testimony, showing pretty 
conclusively that the mill was not destroyed 
by the fire works, but that the blaze was 
most likely started by tramps who were 
driven from the premises several times be- 
fore the fire was discovered. 

The vacant site fronts 140 feet on Market 
extending through the block to Center street, 
with a frontage of 125 Yeet on Thirteenth 
street.

FROSTED FRUIT. 


Reports of Injury Inflicted by the Recent 
Cold Snap. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 8.—A summary of re- 
ports received from all sections of this State 
and Tennessee indicates the destruction by 
the frosts of Tuesday and Wednesday nights 
of nearly all forms of garden vegetables ex- 


cept strawberries, which will probably 
still average half a crop with favor 
able weather. Grapes are generally 


killed, but peaches and other fruits did 
not suffer greatly south of the Ohio River. 
In bottom lands along water courses and the 
lower valleys growing wheat and corn have 
received more or less damage, while on up- 
lands tobacco and other crops and most 
forms of vegetation escaped comparatively 
uninjured. At numerous points ice was 
formed on Wednesday night, but, Sigularly, 
this did notappear to affect plants as unfa- 
vorably as might have been expected. The 
approach of higher temperature and the 
prospect of showers will lend encouragement 
to fruit growersand market gardeners, and, 
without doubt, will eventually reduce the 
frost damages below present estimates. 


OUTLOOK IN INDIANA. 

LEBANON, Ind., May 8.—The heavy frosts, 
together with the low temperature, have 
damaged the prospects for fruit crops in this 
vicinity. Strawberries and grapes are blasted 
and perhaps cherries, while fears are enter- 
tained for wheat, which is now jointing. 

Wanzen, Ind., May 8.—The heavy frost of 
last nighthas killed the entire strawberry 
crop, and other early fruits are badly in- 
jured, especially cherries, pears and grapes. 
Wheat on the bottom land is hurt somewhat, 
but to what extent cannot now be known. 

Muncie, Ind., May 8.—The recent frosts 
have spoiled the prospects for the finest fruit 
crop in Delaware County for many years past. 
The grape buds have all been Killed, while it 
is thought that three-fourths of the fruit tree 
buds have been frogen. Some farmers con- 
tend the dry weather will yet save the fruit. 


IN MICHIGAN. 

MUSKEGON, Mich., May 8.—Careful kam 
mations have been made of tne peach or- 
chards along the east shore of Lake Michigan 
and the reports are all to the effect that the 
recent heavy frosts in the southéastern part 
of the State have not reached the fruit belt. 
The peach buds are uninjured and the out 
look for a heavy crop is excellent. 


IN MINNESOTA. 

St. PAUL, Minn., May 8.—Reports from 
Ortonville and other Western Minnesota 
points state that the frosts of the last three 
or four nights have done irreparable damage 
to the early sown wheat and small fruits. 
Drought has also set in, there having been no 
rain for three weeks.

Jerry Simpson and Other Third Party 
Leaders to Be Present. 


CINCINNATI, O., May 8.—A meeting of the 
Union Labor party was held last night to 
elect ten delegates from each congressional 
district in Hamilton County to attend the in- 
dustrial conference which will meet m this 
city on the i9th inst. R. H. Wheeler presided 
and F. F. Verges acted as Secretary. There 
was some doubt as to the legaHty of the call, 
but that matter was settled by the presence 
of Doc Griffith, ex-Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of Hamilton County, who said 
that so far as he was concerned he would in- 
terpose no objection tothe convention and 
would issue no call for another convention, 
although he had intended doing so.

USED THE CAPITAL STOCK. 


How a Massachusetts Corporation was 
Made to Pay Dividends. 

NASHUA, N. H., May 8.—An excited meeting 
of the stockholders of the Bay State Shoe 
Fastening Co. was held here yesterday at 
which serious charges were made against the 
management and the officers ousted from 
their positions. For three years the com- 
pany has paid a 10 per cent dividend but it is 
alleged thatthe recent examination of the 
books of the concern shows that every cent 
of it came out of the money paid in as capital 
stock. These books show that about $200,000 
has been spent, of which $22,000 was paid for 
machinery, about $81,000 for dividends, and 
no trace ofthe remaining $147,00 is given. 
The report ofa book-keeping expert to the 
meeting showed a very tangled condition of 
finances and some rather peculiar transac- 
tions. When asked ifany proceedings would 
be instituted regarding the irregular trans- 
actions, a prominent stockhoider said that he 
thought that under the Massachusetts law 
there was no encouragement to hope for ac- 
complishing anything.

IN OPEN MEETING.| 


Rev. Cunningham Accuses Dr. Carra- 
dine of Brow-Beating. 


AN EXCITING SCENE AT CENTENARY 
1 CHURCH. 


What Lead to the Sensational Allegation 
—Dr. Oarradine Submits the Charge to 
the Congregation and Is Vindicated— 


At the evening services in Centenary Church 
ldst evening a rather sensational event oc- 
curred which is the talk of the Methodists to- 
day and will remain so for some time to 
come. The room was crowded at the time 
and Rev. Dr. B. Carradme had just finished 
his sermon on the text: 

If the Son shall therefore make you free; you 
shall be free indeed. 

Justas the doctor was about to announce 
the hymn of invitation to come forward to 
profession, there was a gentleman in the right 
side of the building, gray haired and proba- 
bly 6 years of age seen to arise, and at 
once attracted the minister's attention by 
loudly calling his name. 

The entire audience, seeing that something 
unusual was about to occur, turned round to 
see what was the cause of the delay in the 
proceedings. Any number of people in the 
congregation recognized the elderly gentle- 
man standing as Rev. J. W. Cunningham, re- 
siding at 2628: Pine street, only a few doors 
west of Centenary’s pastor, and well known 
throughout the city and to Methodists 
throughout the State. 

DR. CARRADINE ACCUSED OF BROW-BEATING. 

Dr. Caradine,’’ he said, I would like to 
ask you it it is true that you said from the 
pulpit that the Carondelet Church at New 
Orleans is so dead that it has become putrid. 
If such is the case it shows poorly Tor your 
sanctification doctrine, for by your own ad- 
mission this church at New Orleans had fifty 
members who professed sanctification when 
you left there four months ago. If this is the 
result of the teachings at New Orleans can we 
expect anything different from the same 
teachings in Centenary.’’ 

Dr. Carradine did not seem in the least dis- 
concerted at this bold attack upon his pet 
hobby and answered: 

From this pulpit I did say that the 
Carondelet Street Church in New Orleans is 
dead, and I will state why, as taken from 
letters that I have received trom members 
of that congregation. The minister is op- 
posed to sanctification, asare also the great 
majority of the members, and those who pro- 
tessed during my pastorate have been brow- 
beaten into allowing the belief to drop into 
disuse. This is hy the Carondelet Street 
Church isso dead, and whya great many 
other churches do not possess more life. 
They are not free from thoughts of sin—their 
hearts are not cleansed of impure desires and 
ideas. 

would like to ask, said Rev. Cunn ing- 
ham, who continued to stand.“ it you are not 
guilty of brow-beating the members of Oen- 
tenary who do profess to believe in your 
peculiar doctrine?’’ 

Again Dr. Carradine answered, without 
even lookingin the least worried over the 
awkward situation: 

‘*This congregation, doubtless containing a 
majority of the members of Centenary, can 
decide that question. Brothers and sisters, 
all those who desire to be understood as say- 
ing that I have not brow-beaten, or in any 
way made it unpleasant for members who do 
not believe in sanctification, please arise to 
their feet. 

The way of putting the question was ob- 
jected to by.

As the two ministers clasped hands glad 
exclamations were to be heard on all sides, 
the people rushed toward the altar and sur- 
rounded the two men who stood with hands 
still clasped, looking into each other’s eyes.

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THE FLOUR OUTPUT. 


Encouraging Prospects for tzhe Summer 
for St. Louis Millers. 


The flour millers are anticipating a season 
of met unusual activity during the next two 
montis, and it is expected that the mills of 
St. Louls and the adjacent territory will 
grind an almost Hf not quite umprecedented 
amount At wheat. There are several reasons 
for this. Inthe first place the production 
has for some time past been seriously cur- 
tailed by tue irregularity and uncertainty of 
the wheat market. Prices have fluctuated 
with great rapidity and through a wide 
range, and in consequence millers have, as a 
rule, not been willing to purchase until af- 
fairs were in a more settied condition. Over 
half the mils have been te y 
shut down, and the majority of the re- 
mainder have been running on half time. 
The sales have been made from the reserve 
stock and this has been reduced toa low ebb. 
As soon as prices become settied every mill 
will be obliged to run to its full capacity in 
order to regain lost ground and 
the local consumption of wheat i will 
in consequence be very heavy indeed. A 
second cause for the anticipeition of an un- 
usually large output is to te found in the 
phenomenal foreign demand for St. Louis 
flour. This comes principally, at least as far 
as increase goes, from France md Italy. The 
wheat grown in those counties resembies 
that from which St. Louis flour is ground more 
closely than that of any other European 
countries and the crop ip Southern Europe is 
an almost complete failure. ‘The St. Louis 
flour, with a small admixture of that ground 
from the hard Northern wheat, is what is re- 
quired in taese countries, and an all water 
route can be secured, the price at which it 
can be put down in France or Italy gives 
this market an advantages over most 
others. Already sufficient orders have been 
received from France for future delivery to 
render certain a large increase of trade, and 
this increase will, it is expected, become 
more marked as the season advances. A 
third reason for the expectation ofa re- 
markably heavy output is to be found in the 
action taken by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in reference to flour 
and wheat rates on the Texas raflroads. Al- 
though the Missouri and Kansas millers falled 
to secure what they wanted, which was the 
placing of flour and wheat on the same basis 
as regular freight rates, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission forbids the Texas roads to 
reduce the price of wheat transfers without 
at the same time lowering the flour rate. It 
has long been the practice at the season 
when the wheat crop was coming into 
reduce the rates to such an extent as to allow 
Kansas wheat to be shipped to Texas, and to 
exclude foreign flour by a high tariff. Under 
the present ruling this cannot be done, and 
by far the larger proportion of the Kansas 
wheat formerly milled in Texas Will come to 
this State. With the large wheat crop now 
assured, all mdicat ions point to a most re- 
markable output from St. Louis milis during 
the next few months.

SMALL-POX PATIENTS CONTINUE TO 
WALK INTO THE DISPENSARY. 


The Fifth Afflicted Porson Within a Week 
Turns Up This Mornine—Ths Consid- 
eration of the Slate Biocking Legisla~ 
tion. 


The smmali-pox patients are carrying mat- 
ters beyond a joke now by their regular and 
unceasing visits to the Dispensary. To-day 
at 9 o’clock the fifth man within a week 
walked into the Dispensary and took his seat 
on the bench along with the riff-raff who had 
come for treatment. He was allowed to sit 
there for some time before his turn came, 
Dr. Steinmetz callea@ him up to the rail, as is 
the usual custom, and asked him his name, 
age and soon. The man said his name was 
George Garrett, aged 29, laborer, living at 
No. 7 North Levee. He said he had been living 
in the city for five years. The Department 
was all at sea again for means to check the 
spread. This case coming as it did from 
another boarding- house three squares away 
from the last place, complicated matters 
very much. . ae 

The sick man was sent off im all possible 
haste to Quarantine and the fumigating corps 
with its sulphur pots and horrid disinfectants 
plied intoa wagon and hurried down to the 
lodging from which the man had come. 

Dr. Steinmetz opened an office out in the 
horse shed in the court yard of the City Hall, 
and the poor and sick were scattered around 
on old pieces of water-pipe and other truck 
which litters the place. It was a very in. 
forma! gathering and created a good deal of 
amusement among the city als. The 
Street Department was again forced to de- 
camp because of the sulphur fumes which 
arose from the Dispensary. 


Legislation Blocked. 

The fight over the Mayor’s state has blocked 
the wheels of legislation for the time being, 
and all matters of public business which come 
up are allowed to take a natural course 
through second reading, then they go to the 
committees and there they stick. So far no 
committee mectings have been held 
for any but slate business. In 
the Railroad Committee box there 
are several measures awaiting attention. 
First is the Moter resolution concerning street 
railroad francises. The resolution provides 
in substance that the right to cross Eigh- 
teeath Street bridge with a street railroad be 
given tothe highest bidder, This is a most 
important matter, but it does not seem to in- 


terest the Legislators much as there is noth-. 


ing political about it, it only relates to the 
interests of the city. Within three years 
Eighteenth Street bridge will be one of the 
thoroughfares of the city most desirable for 
street railroad purpeses and of great 
value, yet no attempt has yet been 
made to look after the city’s end of the bust- 
ness. In keeping with thé resolution are two 
franchises for street railroads to pass over 
this bridge and to extend from one end of the 
city to the other. They are in the committee 
box and will probably stay there for some 
time. 


The two pontoon bridge bills are lying un- 


touched in the Improvements Committee box 
awaiting action of some kind. The Sherman 
monument ordinance is stuck away some- 
where out of sightand a number of minor 
Dills are waiting for the Councilmen to take 
hold of them. The House of Delegates, hav- 
ing no slates to dicker over, can only meet 
and adjourn and wait patiently until the 


Council sees fit to start the wheels of legiti- 


mate legislation going again.
